DECIDED 1JY A DINNEK TARTY.

Mr. Depew's Story About the Selection of
General Harrison for President.

New York Commnrcial Advertiser.
Chauncey M. Depew is authoritj for the

statement that General Benjamin Harrison
ewes bis elevation to the presidency of the
United States primarily to the effects of a din-
ner party. Alanr persons have beard of the
dinner given by Mr. Depew to the New York
delegation after his withdrawal from the presi-
dential contest, ou the eecond day of the con-
vention. But the effects of that dinner hire
not been made public until Mr. Depew told of it
to-ds- r.

After the first day's balloting," said Mr.
Depew, 'it was apparent that the West was so
much opposed to the candidacy of a railroad
president that there was lo show for me, so I
determined to withdraw. Then the Important
question was: Whom hould the New York
delegation support. Their preferences were nu-
merous. Some insisted nn voting for Blaine
till the end. and others wanted to break for
Sherman, Gresham and the other candidates.
As chairman of the delegation I called a confer-
ence of the foor delegates-at-larg- e, who, of
course, controlled in a measure the course of the
delegation. We met. Senator Hiscock, Thomas
C. Piatt. Warner Miller and zuxaelf. I spoke
first, and proposed that Benjamin Harrison
should be supported, as he was the moat
available man 00 account of his record as a
soidier, his record in the Uoited States Seoate,
and, I eocfese, I creed his adoption by ns on the
sentimental ground that he was the grandson of
old Tippecanoe. But the other delegates at-lar- ge

did not look at matters through my spec-
tacles. Mr. Piatt favored another man. Sen-
ator Uiscoek had a different choice and Werner
Miller wanted a third man. Still, we were all
willing to surrender our preferences In favor of,
the others for the good of the psrty. No, I
won't tell you the preferences of the other del-
egates. I only say that I alone favored Har-
rison. A long discussion ensued. I did my share
of the talking, ton may be sure, and the result
cf the discussion was that the four of ue agreed
on Harrison. Then I called for a meeting cf the
whole New Ycrk allegation. All were Present
I told them of the action of the delOTtes-at-lsrge- ,

and asked their opinions. Fifty-eig- ht

agreed with ns and twenty-fou- r differed. No
amount of persuasion could conriace them that
Harrison was tho man to win.

"Hrre was a snag of large size. New York
wanted the honor cf naming the President: still
it could not be the deciding factor in the con-- "
vention unless, after my withdrawal, it would,
go eolidiy for some other candidate.

"What did I do? Well, I thougnt the matter
over for an hour and then invited the delegation
to dinner. I did not try to convince the recalci-
trants. 1 simply gave them good things to eat
and good drink to enlighten their understand-
ing. And behold ths result! By the time
the dinner was ended every mother's son of
them was shouting tor Harrison. This result
was Ureely duo to speeches by Senator His-
cock, Warner Miller, or Piatt and
Senator Fassett, who, after the first conference,
heartily supported Harrison. The rest is an-
cient history. New York voted for Harrison
and he was nominated by acclamation. The
dinner solidified New York's vote. What's the
matter with a good dinner ae a political factor!"
asked Mr. Depew, laughing heartily.

THE TRESIDKNT-ELEC- T.

General Sherman's Tribute to Harrison In a
Speech Thursday Night.

New Tork World.
In a speech at the Union League Club, last

night, General Sherman said, in substance: "I
am not, and never bave been, and never w!U be
a politician, but I take a deep and lively interest
in everything which occurs in this country. I
see yonder flag, and beneath it the picture of one
of my old favorite soldiers, one who learned
many lessons under my leadership. I know that
he was true as steel then. I believe he will be
to the end. (Cheers. J As a father loves to see
his children sdvaoce in the scale of
life, so 1 rejoice to hear the good
fortune of my old soldiers. I remember Gen.
Harrison when he was a colonel. He is not nat-
urally a military man. His grandfather was,
and I remember his grandfather when ho was
living at North Bend, below Cincinnati. 1 knew
hie father. I was once at the old farm at North
Bend, and saw little Ben in his pantalettes.
Laughter r.ud cheers. Now he has become

great. He is the impersonation of a cause. He
is the impersonation of the ruling spirit of Amer-
ica for the next four years, and of its policy, ac-

A Type writer That Is Intended for Very Pri-
vate Correspondence.

"A great improvement has been made in type-

writers within the past few years."
A dealer in these articles was explaining their

mechanism to a reporter.
"Even now they hare been so far perfected

that an expert writer can turn opt copy much
faster than by using a pen. A new departure,
however, has been made. An Englishman has
invented an ingenious method of producing a
cipher or secret communication oy mechanical
means. It is adapted for nse 00 type-write- rs or
similar writing machines where the type or cor-
responding index scale, dial, or pointer is capa-
ble of being moved or adjusted. The type-writin- g

machines to be used for the purpose are
made in duplicate, so that the two index scales
correspond with each otner in the arrangement
of their characters, but differ from any other
pair of machines. Since tbe index scale is ad-- j

o table it may be shifted in two corresponding
machines so that one or more of the characters
is moved out of its normal position and, in eon-sequen-

when the operator strikes a certain
letter on the key-boar- d auother totally different
will be printed. Thus he can continue and
write out an entire letter, which, to the unini-
tiated, will seem like nothing more than a con-
fused jumble of characters.

Fuh In UntoM Numbers.

"Tnere are 70,000,000 codfish caught annually
off the Newfoundland coatt." observed a fish
culturist the other day. "You might think
that would deplete the yearly batch. If so, you
would be mistaken. It bas been calculated
that, as fish produce so many eggs, if vast num-
bers of the latter and ot the fisb themselves
were not continually destroyed and taken they
would soon fill up every available spaee in the
seas. For instance, from 00.000,000 to 70.000.000
codfish are annually caught on the shores of
Newfoundland. But even that quantity seems
small wben it is considered that each cod yields
abont 4.5C0.C0O eggs every season, and that even
8.000,000 have been found in the roe of a single
cod. Were tbe 60,000,000 cod taken on the eoast
ot Newfoundland left to breed, the 30,000,000
females producing 5.000.000 efga every year, it
would give a yearly addition of 15O,0OvJ,00O.OCO,- -

000 young codfish. Other fish, though not equal-
ing the cod, are wonderfully prolific A herring
weighing six or seven ounces is provided with
20,000 eegs. After making all reasonable allow
ances for the destruction of eges and tbe young,
it bas been estimated that in three years a sin-
gle pair of herrings would produce 154,000,000.
Buffon calculated that if a pair of herrings could
pe left to breed and multiply undisturbed for a
period of twenty years, they would produce an
amount of fish equal in bulk to the globe on
which we live."

A Belated Campaign Lie Nailed.

The World and the Times, yesterday, pub-
lished a "story of a big campaign check," in ef-

fect that a check for $300,000 had been sent to
the National Park Bank, in this city, and depos-
ited to the credit of the Republican State com-
mittee of Indiana, and that the amount had been
transferred by telegraph to a bank in Ft.

"The company of which I am president, bar-
ing purchased Fort Wayne bonds amounting to
$299,000, consummated tbe transaction by giv-
ing a check to the National Park Bank to tbe
credit of a bank in Fort Wayne, tbe transmis-
sion of the money being by telegraph, when tbe
bonds wsre delivered at our office on Wednes-
day. Some Democratic operator heard the mes-
sage going over the wires, and jumped to the
eonclusion that the money was intended for the
Republican State committee and gave it away.
Our transaction was undoubtedly tbe origin of
the story published.
